advantage  of  his  neighbor  when  an  opportunity 
jircsonts,  not  scrupling  to  make  a  common  use  ofj 
language,  not  only  vulgar,  but  profane,  and  who, 
wliilc  he  ridicules  and  opjioses  temperance  and 
other  virtues,  fails  not  occasionally  to  exemplify 
hissi'iilimeiils  in  this  respect,  hy  steejiing  his  senses 
nml  drowning  his  reason  in  the  inebriating  bowl  ? 
.\ml  who  and  what  are  tlioie  young  men  spending 
their  earnings  iit  the  mi.lnight  carousal,  alike  de- 
spiseil  hy  and  scouted  from  respectable  society  ? 
Universalists — strong,  dccidcl,  zealous  Universal¬ 
ists — advocating  their  faith  wi  h  enthusiasm  on  all 
oi’casions ;  making  it  alike  the  theme  of  social 
converse  and  bar-rtxim  disputation.  Charitj',  in¬ 
deed,  induces  me  to  hope  that  this  class  are  not  nu¬ 
minous  ;  but  that  there  are.  such,  who,  if  I  am 
correctly  informed,  arc  in  goixl  standing  and  full 
fellowship  in  Universalist  s«x,*ieties,  personal  ob¬ 
servation  comjiels  me  to  admit.  [Universalist  so¬ 
cieties  !  is  tills  true  ?  Are  there  none  among  you 
to  attend  to  this  ?]  But  however  few,  compara¬ 
tively,  there  may  be  of  this  degraded  stamp,  still 


eiierally  true  as  the  writer  seems  to  think,  (for  we  know 
them  to  bo  generally  false  within  the  circle  of  our  acquaint¬ 
ance,)  but  for  tho  purjtose  of  showing  some  professed  be¬ 
lievers  in  our  faith,  and  avowed  friends  to  our  cause,  their 
value  to  our  denomination  and  doctrine !  Dear,  indeed , 
are  their  professions  and  pretensions  to  ns,  if  our  whole 
denomination  must  bo  charged  with  their  ungodly  conduit 
as  the  price  of  their  fellowship.  Are  such  charactera 
'  really  onr  friends — do  tliey  actually  hdii  te  in  our  doctrine  t 
Let  their  friendship  be  more  beneficial  to  us  than  to  over¬ 
whelm  us  with  disgrace — and  their  conduct  be  more  in 
accordance  with  their  faith.  We  ask  them  not  to  leave 
us — wo  ask  them  not  to  abandon  the  Christian  name  and 
profession — but  to  abandon  the  hypocrisy  of  their  present 
conduct— tlie  unrighteousness  in  which  they  profess  the 
truth.  We  rejoice  in  seeing  those  whom  Partialism,  with 
all  her  terrors,  could  not  convert  to  godliness  and  true 
pic^,  coining  among  us — for  we  hope  the  love  of  Christ 
will  kindle  their  quenched  aflectlons,  and  the  goodness  of 
God  lead  them  to  repentance.  Let  them  come,  then — Ut 
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them  claim  the  Universalist  name — but  let  them  leave  all 
Partialism  behiiul,  and  come  in  sincerity,  and  call  upon 
Christ  in  trutli  and  righteousness. 

But  to  the  ronimunication.  That  the  conduct  natu* 
rally  resulting  from  a  man’s  belief,  is  a  fair  test  of  that 
faith,  is  readily  admitted — but  even  the  writer  admits 
that  tlte  conduct  he  reiisures  does  vot  naturuUy  result 
from  the  belief  of  I'uiversalism.  After  men  have  be¬ 
come  viciou.s  and  immoral  under  Partialist  teaching,  and 
tlien  endvraceil  I’uiversalism — or  become  opposed  to  Par¬ 
tialism — is  it  fair  to  say  their  new  sentiments  are  the 
cause  of  their  immoralities  ?  We  admit  that  there  are 
profane  and  immoral  men  who  profess  our  doctrine — 
but  we  do  deny  that  their  faith  extends  further  than  j 
profession.  If  they  call  themselves  more,  they  add  lying  I 
and  hypocrisy  to  their  other  violations  of  (iod’s  law.  We  | 
go  further,  and  say,  they  practice  tlieir  ill  doings  in  the 
hope  of  escaping  jmnishmeiit — at  least,  in  the  belief  that  | 
they  will  experience  more  pleasure  tlian  pain  in  sin — 
and  are,  thus  far,  lyino' Ptniuili.^ts — hyporriUs  !  It  is  to 
be  desired  that  every  such  character  may  have  this  fact 
flung  in  his  face,  every  time  he  practices  iiiitpiity,  and  at 
the  saniJ  time,  professes  faith  in  Universalism. 

That  we  are  less  moral  than  otlier  denominations  is 
not  true — at  U'ii-st  the  records  of  our  courts  and  regi.slcrs 
of  our  prisons  ai)pear  to  tell  a  difl'erent  tale.  Rut  it  is 
freely  admitted  that  we  shotild  be  far  more  moral  than 
any  other — and  that  too  many  professors  among  us  are  a 
disgrace  *o  us.  God  grant  them  grace  to  repair  the  in¬ 
jury  they  have  dom?  and  are  doing  to  us  ! 

In  the  causes  of  the  immorality  among  Univcrsalists, 
we  dilVer.  In  making  converts  from  other  denominations, 
we  too  often  get  the  slaves  «f  the  fear  of  hell,  who  bring 
Uieir  pernicious  tendency  to  sin  with  them,  and  tlie  rem¬ 
nants  of  that  corrupting  doctrine,  “Ye  .shall  not  surely 
die,”  which  they  sticked  in  with  their  mother’s  milk. 
This  has  been  particidarly  the  case  with  many  of  the 
preachers  we  converted  from  the  lllethodist  denomina- 
lion  in  this  section.  They  disgraced  us  and  ruined  them¬ 
selves.  But  tlic  fault  was  not  in  Universalism,  but  in  its 
recipients. 

It  may  seem  indelicate  in  us  to  defend  our  preachers — 
it  is  needless  when*  they  are  known — but  it  is  certain  that
